Applicant's proposed amendments to the claims are not entered because they raise new issues that would require further consideration 
and/or search, raise issues of new matter, and are not deemed to place the application in better form for appeal. 

Specifically, Applicants proposed amendments are both numerous and substantial. For example, in claim 1, Applicant proposes to delete 
8 terms and insert 7 terms. These proposed amendments substantially change the nature and scope of the claim, raising new issues of 
consideration and of search and of new matter, and thus are not deemed to place the application in better form for appeal.
